On 2/9/55> mspector KEAY of the Bureau telephoned SAC L. L. 
LAUCaiLIN concerning a wire received by the Depar-taient of Justice. 
Subsequent investigation at the Western union Telegraph Company reflected 
■that this -wire was sent to the Justice Department, Attention: WILLIAM 
RODGERS, from UTashington, D.C., on 2/7/55 at 10;1;7 AM. The •wire read: 

••interview PAUL HUGHES, Ul2 Albee Building, immediateJy 
for n^ details pertaining to Remington and Matusow. 
DUaKE^^^IEVERS.** 
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According to Wes^tern Union records, this telegram was sent 
om a psy telephone located in Peoples Drugs^tore, 1107 Penn^lvania 
Avenue, N.W., directly across the s^treet from WFO. Inves'tigation on 
2/9/55 reflected that ■the Manager's Office of the Albee Building did not 
toow HUGHES, but inquiries at the Telephone Answering Ser'vice in the — 
Albee Building reflected that "that service took calls for HUGHES but knew 
little about him. Th^ knew he traveled around the country a lot and 
s^topped in at the answering service to pick up messages. They did not 
know just •jdiat he &Ld but stated he had no home Rhone. > They stat^ he ^ 
was e'vidently self-employed. 

HUGHES could not be identified in the files of the Credit Bxireau, 
^ the MPD, Dun and Bradstreet, the City Directory, Telephone Direc^tory, 
or the Yhite House Police ytho issue credentials to newspapermen covering 
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Generally, HUGHES furnished the following information that he 
recalled having refreshed his memory from his notes: 

He stated that he received the impression from conversations 
he overheard that MA.TUS0W had made an out and, out proposition to BISHOP 
OXNAM to recant his, MATUSOW’s, testimory, for financial assistance from 
OXNAM. HUGHES felt that liA.TUSOW Tras put up to contacting OXNAM by others. 
HUGHES thou^t MATUSOV/ chose OXNAM on his ■ own, because he apparently- 
felt OXNAM’s name would lend credence to his story. HUGHES also recalled 
that RAUH made the statement • that MATUSOW saw that public opinion was 
shifting from those attacking to those being attacked. --J 

HUGHES fur-ther recalled prior to September, i95U, he had been 
ALFRED FRIENDLr‘ s house on R Street, N.W., in Was^gton, D .C. Editor, 
T^fiGINS^of .the Washington Post was there, FRIENDLY was -there,/and 

. the lawyer for the Post, as well as HUGHES.^According 
UGIffisT^S^ras mentioned during the conversation that “thoy" had seen 
Attoraey General BROWNELL at a “hush-hush” meeting, during which they 
menBioned they were working on a man who was going -bo embarrass the 
Justice'^)cpartment and -they wanted -the Attorney General to know in 
advance ofany publicity. MATUSOP/’s name was not mentioned, but 
light of subsequent developments, HUGHES felt that they •w^e'''HS5Site3y 
referring to MATUSOW.

HUGHES also had a recollection of’notes concerning a meeting in -bhe 
Southwest part of the U.S. betwebn representatives of the Washington

"bo MATUSOW, but could not recall details and could not identxfy specifically 
"with any person in -bhe absence of his notes. 

On 2/ll/^5> HUGHES furnished those of his original notes that 
he had in Washing-bon, D.C. 

Investigation" concerning HUGHES has reflected "bhat OSI, Four-fe 
District, has no dei-ogatoiy information concerning him. G^2 at Port 
Holabird reportedly has no record. His Army service record substantiates 
his leng-th of service and reflected that he was treated during March and 
April, 19^2, for “acute situational maladjustment manifested by nervousness,
